Giant waves, 
whipped up. by a 50-mile gale, 
prevented Coast Guardsmen from 
launching boats early in the night. 
A drop in temperature to near zero 
added another peril.

Two ice floes bearing six per- 
sons drifted ashore last night near 
Skanee, while Coast Guardsmen 
patrolled the Lake Superior shore 
for sight--of - others. 

A floe bearing five men drifted

Simple Business Sense 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. has sug- 


gested that an audit be made of all Confed- 
erate and old-age pension rolls in Georgia in 
order to discover if pension checks are being 
sent to dead persons and that, in future, the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics be required to notify 
the two pension departments, monthly, of all 
deaths in the state of persons 55 years of age 
and older. 

Recently there have been several instances 
disclosing that pension checks have been cash- 
ed, with forged endorsements, for years after 
the supposed recipient has died. That such a 
situation could exist is prima facie evidence of 


an inefficient system, or. gross negligence, in 
the pension department involved. 

It should be a quite simple matter to make 
a monthly check of all pension lists against 
the list of deaths for the previous month. One 
clerk could easily do it, in a day or two, pro- 
vided the pension files are properly kept, in 
alphabetical order, or by counties. 

And it is such a simple idea, so natural to 
what would be done in any normal, private 
business, that the only thing surprising is that 
it hasn’t been done in the past. That failure 
of the past is one more illustration of the in- 
- efficiency of a government system under which 
various bureaus operate independently and with 
no interbureau co-ordination of their activities. 


Soon they'll be blossoming, the roadside 
wiener joint and the glowing thumbs of the 
summertime hitchhikers. 


Competition Helps 

Before the United States senate is the plea 
of American Export Airlines for a post office 
subsidy permitting it to establish a trans- 
atlantic line in competition with Pan-Ameri- 
can. The A. E. line previously had been turn- 
ed down in the house, and should senate ap- 
proval be given, it still would face a house 
hurdle. 

It is well to examine closely the ramifica- 
tions of the discussion now under way in the 
senate. Pan-American has been the pioneer 
in over-water flying and has reached an en- 
viable point of technical efficiency in that 
type of operation. Its viewpoint is that this 
record entitles it to sole operation of existing 
routes. For that reason it opposes the request 
of American Export. 

On the other hand, the whole experience 
of the American economy has been that com- 
petition in all fields has led to improvement of 
products, methods, equipment and personnel, 
no matter how great the achievements of a 
lone individual or company might be in their 
contribution to the better life. Since both 
companies would derive the revenue which 
permits them to operate from the government, 
it is difficult to see how competition in the 
air line field can be refused. 

A second factor in the American Export 
request is the fact that the line has had long 
experience in shipping service to the Near 
East and Mediterranean ports, and that a 
natural post-war expansion of its transat- 
lantic service now projected would be through 
the territory in which it has old connections. 
For this reason alone, looking at the situation 
from the long-term viewpoint, it would appear 
only reasonable that A. E. be given at least 
nominal experience on the transocean route. 

The house cited as a reason for refusal of 
funds that “our problem as a nation will not 
be the problem of trying to get competition 
between our own companies, but of trying to 
keep a competent American concern going in 
foreign territory against air carrier competi- 
tion of the nations that will avidly be seeking 
the trade of other nations.” This argument 
falls of its own weight when one looks back 
to the experience of American Export in suc- 
cessfully operating a steamship-freight service 
into a part of the world where cheap compe- 
tition is greate» than in any other section of 
the globe. 

Under these circumstances, it would appear 
wise if American Export was given encourage- 
ment in an effort that has been the result of 


its own initiative and is the result of a con- 
siderable outlay of its own funds. Pan-Ameri- 
can, for its own Satisfaction, should welcome 
competition. 


Music on the Air 

There can be little excuse for further de- 
lay in the return of ASCAP sic to the air. 
Two and a half months of BM and out-of- 
protection music is quite enough for the listen- 
ing public, and any further torture of the ear- 
drums can only be the result of a “public be 
damned” attitude on the part of the broad- 
casters and the heads of ASCAP. : 

In a sense, the broadcasters have won their 
battle against ASCAP now that the song- 
writers’ organization has consented to a fed- 
eral anti-trust decision barring certain prac- 


tices of the group. Yet the broadcasters have 


also lost, héavily, because they could not re- 
place with adequate quantity and quality the 
songs they barred from the networks. They 
utilized the old Stephen Foster songs until the 
last stalwarts of the listening public were hav- 
ing the heeby-jeebies; they swung everything 
they could find, although somehow or other 
they missed the old Druid chants. 

Now that the basic disagreement has been 
more or less wiped out by decisions against 
both ASCAP and BMI, it hardly seems fair to 
the listener or logical for the principals to 
further delay the return of ASCAP music to 
the air. Then perhaps Foster can return to 
his long rest, to be brought out only when it 
is fitting. 


More To Spend 


According to a survey of the nation’s “real 
income” recently reported, we are a lot better 
off this year than we were last year.

The Emerging Picture 

It is evident, from recent developments in 
the war, that Nazi policy for spring and sum- 
mer is to attempt to choke Britain off from 
supplies and thus make it impossible for her 
to continue to fight. In other words Hitler 
will try to do to Britain what the British fleet 
did to Germany in the first World War and 
what it is doing, with more or less success, to- 
day. That is, enforce a strict blockade. 

Recent heavy air attacks on Liverpool, Glas- 
gow, Hull and other British ports indicate that 
the Luftwaffe has been given the job of so 
wrecking British port facilities that unloading 
of shipments arriving from America and other 
parts of the world will be so difficult it will 


involve serious delay. 

This, combined with increasing sinkings— 
if Germany can do it—from transatlantic con- 
voys will be the vital front on which all Nazi 
effort will be expended. 

Meanwhile, however, the RAF is giving Ger- 
man ports and industrial cities such heavy 
strafings that there is the possibility that Ger- 
man resources will be broken before the 
British. 

In any event, it means a terrible tightening 
of the British belt and a test of the British 
resolution to survive and to win which will be 
immeasurably more severe than all that has 
gone before. Once again, it is upon the deter- 
mination and the courage of the British peo- 
ple, upon their ability to withstand privation 
and constant peril, that the outcome of the 
struggle depends. 

Upon that, and upon the ability of the 
United States and of England to produce, and 
land on British soil, all the supplies and food- 
stuffs and war material needed to crush the 
Nazi forever.

he north Georgia section loafers and 
golfers? 

Are the farmers of Bibb county and those on down to the sea © 
sluggards and idlers? 

Ate two-thirds of the people and most of the farmers of the 
state golfers and loafers? 

What I am getting at is this eastern time bill. 

Of course we ought to have one standard time for the state. It 
is ridiculous for two-thirds of the state to be on one time and the 
rest of it on another. 

When the bill came up at a previous meeting of the legislature 
there were some who said that only loafers and golfers wanted 
eastern time. 

This leaves me limp. 

Are the two-thirds of the people who have eastern time loafers 
and golfers? 

Do all the farmers of south Georgia, who live by eastern time, 
suffer because of it. se 

Let’s be honest. 

Farmers work from sun to sun. Or from can to can’t. They 
don’t care insofar as the clock is concerned. But eastern time would 
enable them to be closer to the markets. That is, it would enable 
the few who do not already have eastern time to be closer to the 
market reports. 

But to argue that, with two-thirds of the farms in the state 
already enjoying one time, it would harm the remaining one-third 
to have the same time is the height of something. And it isn’t 
the height of good sense. 


AND FOR CITY PEOPLE Another argument which is so 


empty I am surprised when I hear 
it is that it will work a hardship on working people in cities. 

Do not the people in Athens and near cities work? 

It is a drive of an hour and a half to Athens. Those people 
have been living under eastern time all their lives, for generations 
and generations. 

The football players play and live under it. 
enough. 

The workers in stores and factories live under it. 
suffer. 

Winters are no colder in Athens than Atlanta. Nights are no 
darker than in Atlanta. 

And to argue that Atlanta people would suffer—while a mere 
40 and 72 miles away people have lived all their lives under east- 
ern time—is the most empty and ridiculous argument that can 
be advanced. 

Good heavens! It would never be noticed. 

The gentlemen who argue that the only difference would be 
that they would be getting up at 5 o’clock instead of 6 are wrong, 
If they get up at 6 o'clock by the clock today, they would be get- 
ting up at 6 oclock by the clock just the same if we had eastern 
time. ° 

I don’t see how opponents of the bill have the gall to say it 
would make a great difference here when, just an hour and a half 
away at Athens, and two hours away at Macon, we have cities 
where eastern time has been the rule for years. It just isn’t true to 
say it works a hardship or changes the lives of people. It simply 
isn’t the truth. 

The citizens of Macon, Athens, Brunswick, Savannah and Aue 
gusta and practically every city in Georgia have’ eastern time. 

Can it be argued it would be a hardship on the people of At- 
lanta to live by eastern time? 

In times past, when opponents of the bill have told what a 
hardship it would work, I have spent a few minutes in running 
next door to Athens to see how the people looked and felt. To my 
amazement they had suffered no hardship and felt no ill effects. 


LET’S HAVE EASTERN TIME I have lost faith in those who 
insist that we, in one-third of 

the state, would lose our health, happiness and good looks if we 

adopted the time which two-thirds of the state already has. 

On a recent trip with the legislature, we went into eastern 
time at Milledgeville and remained in it all the rest of the tour 
of inspection to Macon, Savannah and Brunswick. 

We all slept well, ate well, looked and felt the same. 

Our blood pressure did not go up as we left Atlanta and, a few 
miles out of it, passed into eastern time. Our hearts beat no faster. 
Our health remained intact. | 

Sleep was easy. Getting up was just the same. 

We spent four days under the influence of eastern time. 
livéd through it without any scars. 

As a matter of fact, it matters not to me if we have all central 
time or all eastern time. But I would like to have Georgia on one 
standard time. It is ridiculous to have two-thirds of the state on 
one time and the remaining third on another. 

The state senate, which votes on it this week, ought to know 
there is no opposition to making the state an eastern time state, 
There are a few who think their rheumatism might be worse, but 
it won’t. 

That reminds me of the old lady who had spent 92 years of her 
life in the same farm house near the Georgia line. One day sur- 
veyors came and told her they had re-run the state line and her 
house really was\in Georgia. °

When a young American is sent to Russia to be schooled at the 
Communist University in Leningrad, he finds that he is not to be 


educated in the arts and sciences but only in the strategy of class » 


revolution. He discovers, also, that the competitive spirit, among 
comrades, is sinful. , 

There is physical training, but no individual performance. All 
exercise in groups, and the pace is set by the slowest and weakest. 

That simple fact reveals almost the whole of Red philosophy, 
and explains why it is an anathema to Americans and to all that 
makes America great. 

Its purpose is to give equal opportunity to the incompetent and 
unfit; but in practice it must inevitably impoverish and pull down @ 
civilization, for in effect it makes everybody incompetent and unfit. 

Workers of earlier generations were proud of both their skill 
and their speed. Apprentices were not accepted as journeymen 
lathers until they could put on so many thousand lath in a day. 
Printers boasted of the number of galleys they could set in 10 hours, 

Fast workers were a blessing to employers, of course. But there 
were swine who demanded more and more output, beyond the 
reach of human endurance, and the workers finally rebelled. 

The reaction went too far, as it always does in America. Any- 
body who worked fast was regarded as an enemy of his class. 
Workers deliberately killed time to keep their output down. 

The present arrangement depends on the relative power of 
workers and bosses. Some workers are driven; some malinger. But 
in general the union plan is to shorten hours to provide more jobs 
and avoid competition by setting a standard of production the 
slowest workers can equal, or establishing a uniform wage for all, 
whether they do much or little. 

That seems justified if we assume that workers and employers 
are natural enemies. But they aren’t. Their interest is common, 
they must stand or fall together; and an injury to one is an injury 
to both. Even the dictator Stalin, baffled by deliberate indifference 
and inefficiency, found it necessary to encourage workers by paying 
the superior according to their ability.

WASHINGTON,. March 16. — 
This is the nation’s boom town, 
where the dollar-a-year men come 
if they are good, where worry 
about the high cost of defense is 
mitigated by enjoyment of the 
high cost of champagne, where the 
Spending fever has caught even 
the poorest paid government clerk. 

It began with a gentle swell six 
months ago and now it’s a rip- 
tide.

What 
corresponds to the night clubs of 
other cities, the “cafe lounges” of 
the big hotels, are doing a record 
business. Champagne, at $12 the 
bottle, nestles ingice buckets be- 
side every third or fourth table. 

The big spending is done by

poration staffs here to wrestle 
with such problems as priorities. 
Prosperity in the form of hard 
cash has not even touched some 
of them yet, but they are looking 
forward to it and much of the 
gaiety is based on anticipation. No 
gloomy talk of profits taxes or 
War can dampen their spirits. In 
fact, there is little talk of war at 
the cafe tables, 

Eating Places Crowded. 

Hearty livers crowd the famous 
eating places like Harvey’s to its 
three floors and order down the 
menu from oysters to liqueurs. 
They flock in like numbers to Gus 
Bucholz’s Occidental restaurant, 
next door to the Willard hotel, 
where an entire floor has been

While some legislators won- 
dered if the President’s statement 
might not presage a move to con- 
voy shipments, Glass said he did 
not believe this was involved. 


“But,” he added, “if the Presi- 
dent meant convoys, I’m in favor 
'of sending convoys. In fact, I’m 
in favor of doing anything that 
| would beat hell out of Hitler.” 

The President told his listeners 
that the industrial program must 
‘not be “obstructed by unnecessary 
' strikes” or by “short-sighted man- 
agement,” and this led some legis- 
lators to believe that action soon 
would be forthcoming on a federal 
mediation set-up to help smooth | 
out labor troubles, which have 
| stopped production in some plants. 

He told businessmen that they 
would have to be satisfied with 
lower profits “because obviously 
your taxes will be. higher” and 
this was taken as the “go ahead” 
signal for the Treasury to rec- 
ommend stiff new tax levies to 
congress.

‘ing for passage there Wednesday. 
'A senate appropriations subcom- 
| mittee, headed by Senator Adams, 
| Democrat, Colorado, planned to 
‘take it up either Thursday or Fri- 
‘day, finish hearings by the week- 
end and have it ready for senate 
‘consideration March 24. 
| Senator Byrnes, Democrat, 
‘South Carolina, one of the admin- 
| istration’s strategists, predicted 
'senate passage the following day, 
‘and Senator Taft, Republican, 
‘Ohio, who has been critical of the 
amount involved, said he saw no 
reason for more than two days 
of debate. 

In asking for the $7,000,000,000 
in cash, administration leaders 
said the amount would be spent 
over the life of the British aid bill 
passed recently by congress. That 
bill would expire on June 30, 1943, 
but contracts made under its 
terms could run until 1946.
